of means of transportation, the farm- 
er In the high prices of food stuff* 
To point him out as the kinsman of 
rapacious trusts Is to do him Injust- 
ice. Trusts were not primarily or- 
ganized that one man might drive 
hls competitors out of business. Per- 
sonal knowledge of the formation of 
more than one assures us that trusts 
usually are formed as settlers once 
fled to the stockade when the Indians 
appeared: under the exigencies of 
fierce Individual competition they 
unlted for mutual protection, and 
then the most able leader became the 
commander of all.

Time* change, but tho genius of 
our institutions la enduring; because 
they are established on the hlgiert 
conception of the social obligations 
and rights of mankind, which each 
succeeding age Is better able to ap- 
preciate.

and then, must not be too hard on 
him. We hope Rhode Island will not 
elect as hla successor the kind of 
men we occasionally elevate to high 
honors; one, that while bawling out 
from the hurting* loud Invective 
against the big combinations of capi- 
ta), uses the legislative office as a 
means of blackmailing them. Our 
views of the trusts sometimes are af- 
fected like the sentiments of a gen- 
tleman, who |* now high in Mc- 
Cracken politics, when he was ap- 
pointed local agent for a certain 
brand of beer, and was reminded by 
a prospective customer of the severe 
criticisms he had once pronounced 
against the taste and quality of that 
brand.
